meeting of his followers. He remained 
here today directing tho fight and con- 
ferring with his assistants as to plans 
for the future. 
Aa appeal lor finan- 


cial aid has been made to organized 
labor and the general public, and it is 
expected that the responses to it wilt 
bo liberal. Mr. Shaffer made a state- 
ment that is regarded as highly sig- 
nificant. It was to tKe eSect that no 
effort would be made to call out mem- 
bers of the American Federation of 
Labor, aud that any action of that 
organization must be voluntary. 


Appeal to Local Jjodges-

Their tube men 
at Wheeling -were out but the furnace 
and coke men there were at work, and 
their steel men there showed an in- 
clination to stay on unless intimidat- 
ed. They also cla.in)ed that many of 
their men at McKeesport desired to 
work but were terrorized. They also 
charged that many of their meu were 
being frightened from their places at 
Wheeling and insisted that adequate 
protection for the men there would 
Insure continued operations.

also stated, by the steel officials that 
the Clark mill here was moving along 
mill here was moving along with its 
nonunion crews engaged last week 
and that another mill manned by old 
Amalgamated men had started up at 
Wellsviile. representing a gain of one 
there since Saturday. 


MpKeesport's irifipxlblc Slayer. 
Officials of the National Tube com- 


pany and Mayor Black clashed over 
thi! question of protection for non- 
strikers and property at JucKeesporl. 
A large crowd o* strikers assembled 
around the works audl their pickets 
intercepted tube workers oa their way 
to the mills. There was some excite- 
ment and the mill officers, claiming 
that their :nen were b<;ing threatened 
and in dansf-r of violence, called on 
Mayor Black to clear "the streets and 
protect then:. The mayor said that 
he would interfere to stop oniy actual 
rioting and assault. Two other ap- 
peals wf-re tnticie to him Hut he instat- 
ed that there was no danger of an 
outbreak. 
Strikers stty it is only a 


question of time when material will 
sive out. and the tuhi; men must quit. 
Otherwise it is bolicvt'f! tiiere would 
be serious trouble in .McKeesport.

ration duly organized in any of the 
United States in accordance with the 
laws of such sratc can engage here in 
the business authorized ;ii its articles 
(such articles should provide for the 
operation of the corporation In the 
Philippines) and that such corporation 
would have tbe undoubted right to ac- 
quire and hold property of all descrip- 
tion, including real estate, in the Phil- 
ippine Islands."
